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REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the very thorough consideration given the present 
plication. Claims 29-61 and 63 are pending. In the Office Action claims 30-32 were allowed 
and claims 29, 33-63 were indicated as containing allowable subject matter if amended to 
overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 2"^ paragraph. Claim 63 was rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 101. No rejections based upon prior art were made. Responsive thereto Applicant has 
amended the claims and specification in accord with the Examiner's suggestions as agreed to in 
telephone conversations on June 26 and July 8, 2008. Therefore, claims 29-61 and 63 are 
pending. Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the present application are respectfully 
requested inasmuch as the amendments to the claims automatically place the application in 
condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Except for claim 62, which has been canceled, all claims were either allowed or indicated 

as allowable, subject to resolution of issues raised in the objections or rejections based upon 35 
U.S.C. § 112, 2"'' paragraph. The Examiner is thanked for this early indication of allowable 
subject matter and the helpful suggestions for claim phraseology, and by following those 
suggestions the application should now be in condition for allowance, ^plicant has made every 
possible effort to re&olve all outstanding issues. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 101 - Amendments to the Disclosure 

The Examiner raised an issue relating to statutory subject matter as to claim 63 based 
upon a discussion of the recording medium in the disclosure found on page 71. In accord with 
the Examiner's suggestion, and while not conceding the appropriateness of this rejection, this 
portion of the specification has been canceled. It is submitted that the application is now in a 
form which complies with the requirements for form and content.
